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Russians Striving to Retard
Japanese Operations.

MORE OUTPOST FIGHTS

~ANOTHER BATTLE NOW THOUGHT
TO BE NOT FAR DISTANT.

Kuropatkin Holds Important Roads
With Strong Force—No Further
News From Port Arthur.

All adviees today indlcate that anoiher
engagement between Kuropatkin's army
and Oyama’'s foreces 1s not far distant. The
Japanvse outposts yesterday attempted
to take Kaoutou Pass, which commands the
road to Fushan, but were stubbornly re-
sisted The Russlans are reported to be
holding all the passes of the Da range, and
severe fighting 1s predicted before the Japa-
nese reach the Hun river. Dispatches to
St. Petersburg say that Oyama’s advance is
still thirty miles south and southeast of
Fushan, where it seems probable the next
vngagement in force will occur.

Japanese Attempts Continue.
8T. PETERSBURG, September 22 —Gen.
Kuropatkin telegraphs under yesterday's
date that the Japanese continue thelr at-
tempts to turn te Russlan left, but with-
Out success,

According to the latest information re-
ecetved by the war office Field Marshal
Oyama's advance forces are still thirty

miles south and southeast of Fushun. The
war office does not expect a battle at Fu-
shun until after a series of rear-guard en-
gagements.

During the repulse of the recent Japanese
allack on Da Pass Gen, Peterhof took sev-
eral prisomers and captured a quantity of
arms and ammunition, The Russians lost
a captain and three men killed and had

forty-tive men wounded,
The Japanese operations against Mukden

are rapidly developing. Gen. Kuropatkin
announces that the Japanese army at Bent-
slaputze Is beginning to advance north-
wiard, The outposts yesterday tried to
capture Kaoutou pass, commanding the

road to Fushun. The Russlans are offering
i stubborn resistance, which is lkely to
retard deeisive operations

Kuropatkin has placed strong forces
astride the Mukden and Fushun roads to
Bentsiaputrze, The Russians are also hold-
mg all the p s of the Da range east-

ward of Bentsiaputze,
A dispatch from Harbin announces that
another Japanese regiment is moving fur-

ther eastward, Severe fighting is probable
before the Japanese succeed in reaching the
iTun river,

There is no furth¢r news from Port Ar-

thur, but the anxiety as to the fate of s
gallant defenders has been relievdd by for-
eign telegrams= received here announcing
that the Japanese have not eaptured any
mpartant positions,

Field Marshal Oyama’s long report of the
repulse of what he calls the Russian coun-
ittack on Pintalitszu~-is classed here as
belng nothing more or less than the Japa-
nese version of the reconnaissance of Gen-
erale Samsonefl’s and Rennenkampif's forces
narth of Bentsiaputze detailed from herve in
thie Assoclated Press dispateches of Septem-
her 1 Ovama's report attributes undue
importance to thisg oeperation. Kuropatkin
obviously did not contemplate pressing
home his attack, sinee he sent a compara-
tively small force against the Japanese
maln army.

Hourly Expecting a Bat?le.

MUKDEN, September 21 (delayed -in
transmission).—A battle Is hourly expected
to occur In the vielnity of Fushun, thirty
miles east of here. At present all = quiet.
The weather is turning cold.

With the exception of a slight skirmish
at Da pasz there were no developments
today.

Russian Reconnoissances.

GEN. KITROKI'S HEADQUARTERS,
September 17, via Fusan, September I21.—
The Russians are reconnoitering along the
Japanese frontisr with a large forcee of cav-
alry, supported by guns. With three guns
they appeared yesterday evening within six
thousand yards of *Yental statlon, and
threw a few shells at the station. They
continued the cannonading at intervals all

tiwdlay. The Russian force on the Mukden
road extends from Shuliho, eight miles
north of Yentai, to Tsaotoltsu, five miles
northeast,

Retreat Not Prearranged.
TOKYO, September 22 —General Oku has
written an extended report of the opera-
tlons preceding the eapture of Liaoyang
and In conclusion he expresses the opinion
that General Kuropatkin had determined
to hold Liaoyang, hiz plan being first to
attack and defeat General Kuroki and then
to assall the Japanese center and left
armlies Oku declares that the stubborn
resistance of the Russians at Liaoyane
proves that thelr retreat was not pre-
arranged.
Russian Casualties at Liaoyang.

Russian Reinforcements Expected.

Resources of the Japanese,

SET. PETERSBURG, September 22 _The

Russ and Novoe Vremya refuse to accept
the low estimate of the Japanese finanecial
and millitary resources contained in the
English dispatches. They say they have
no reason to suppose that they are more
correct than the plctures of the situation
in Rus=ia published In the Rritish press.
The Russ is convinced that the Japanese
are able to place as many able-bodied men
in the field as France, whose capacity, the
Russ sayve, {s 2,500,000 men. The paper ad-
mits that Russia 1s greatly handicapped by
the distance of her army from headquar-
ters here, and urges doubling the Siberian
rallvoad line,
Restoration of Manchuria.

SHANG.IAT, September 22 _1p contin-
ues to be reported that the Manchus at
Peking are anxious to secure the assist-
ance of forelgn powers to compel Japan to
restore Manchuria to China without condt-
tions, and that they are still urging that a

special mission be sent to the European
vourts with the object in view. It is added
that if these representations are not suc-
cessful a renewdal of the antl-foreign agi-
tation 1s not impossible, and the mission
of Tie Hiang (the Manchu official from
Peking who has been in the southern prov-

Condition of Detained Russians.

TSINGTAU, German China, September
22 —Captain Matousevitch has recovered
gufficlently to leave the hospital, and the
other wounded Russlans here are conva-
lescing. The majority of the officers of
the Russian battle ship Czareviteh and the
three torpedo bhoat destroyers dismantled
here have left their ships and are living at
hotels.

Japanese Prisoners Well Treated.

KALOOGA, Russia, SBeptember 22.—At an
entertainment here last night in honor of
the Japanese officers who are.detained here
as prisoners of war the society leaders
vied with each other in showing them
every attention.

REPORTED JAPANESE SUCCESS.

Capture of Commanding Positions at
Port Arthur Bumored.
TOKYO, September 22 —While official
confirmation is lacking, It seems certain
that the Japanese possess a fort on an-
other helght westward of Itzshan, at Port
Arthur, which they carrled by despe_ratc
assaults and have since resisted all at-
tempts to recapture by the Russians. Both
these heights overlook Port Arthur, offer-
ing excellent gun positions, which materi-
ally weaken the Russlan defense.

TBINGTAU, German China, September 22.
Several colliers arrived here within the last
ten days. It Is belleved the cargoes are in-
tended for Port Arthur. The British col-
lier Foxton Hall has transferred her cargo
of Cardiff coal to the German steamer
Ericka, which the loecal authorities would
not allow,. to leave until given assurance
that no attempt would be made to enter
Port Arthur. The Ericka salls at daylight,
and Japan is given as her destination, but
it is believed Lhat she will ultimately make
for Port Arthur, where the Russlans are
offering stupendous inducements for the de-
livery of coal. 8. Davidson, an American
merchant who had a Russian coal contract
and was ordered to leave Port Arthur on
February+15 last, 18 now at Tsingtau. He
tells the Associated Press correspondent
that when he left the eoal supply was much
depleted. ;

On account of the Russian warships hav-
ing been compelled to keep up full steam
day and night for nearly eight months, and
the enormous quantities of fuel required
for the water condensing plant, there must
be a coal famine there now unless more
coal has arrived.

The Japanese have since cut off the water
supply, when the garrizon would have to
depend entirely upon the condenser. If a
coal famine prevails, the town must be get-
ing water from Impure water wells, which
would also have to be served to the sick
and wounded iceless.

CHEFOO, September 22.—No further news
of any importance was recelved here from
Port Arthur or elsewhere today.

HER COALING PREVENTED.

The Russian Cruiser Terek Had Been

Stopping British Vessels.

LLAS PALMAS, Canary Islands, Beptem-
ber 22.—The Russlan crulser Terek, which
has been stopping British wvessels in the
vicinity of Gibraltar, bggan coaling here
yesterday, but, on orders received today
from Madrid. she was stopped from coal-
ing and ordered to leave here during the
morning. Her commander replied that he
was unable te put to sea owing to the
Terek’'s engines needing repairs. She was,
nowever, forbidden to take on board any
more coal, or any water or stores,

THE BALTIC FLEET.

Not Known Whether It Will Leave
This Year or Not.

ST. PETERSBURG, Septamber 22—Add-
miral Birileff, the Russian naval com-
mander at Cronstadt, has ordered the bat-
tle ship Orel, the cruigers Oleg and Jemt-
chug and the transport Kamtchatka to
be ready for sea September 25, and the
cruiser Izumrud on September 29, The
captains have been granted full powers
to use the whole of the dock yard siaff
at Cronstadt, which I8 working night and
day in order to complete these vessels'
trizls by the dates speciiied. They will
proceed to join Vice Admiral Rojestvenshky's
squadron.

The correspondent of the Associated Press
jis informed on good authority that Grand
Duke Alexls, the high admiral, favors send-
ing out the Baltic fleet to the far east by
way of Cape Horn, but it is still unde-
cided whether the fleet will start this
year. .

EMDEN, Germany, September 22 —Three
steamers chartered by the Hamburg-Amerl-
can Steamship Company are loading ecoal
here, and it is reported that the fuel is
destined for the Russian fleet. The cap-
tains of the steamers are (o sail from here
under sealed orders,

READY FOR SERVICE.

Report on Condition of Cruisers at
Vladivostok.

ST. PETERSBURG, September 22.—Capt.
(adot. Vice Admiral Skyrdloff's chief of
staff. has arrived here from Vladivostok
with important dispatches for the emperor.
In an interview Capt. Cladot informed the
correspondent of the Associated Press that
the repairs to the protected crulger Bo-
gatyr had been completed:; that the dam-
agea to the armored crulsers Gromboi and
Roszia did not necessitate their going into
dry dock. amnd that both were fit to resume
active service. He admits that the chief
mission of these wvessels I8 to prey upon
commerce, but says® they had a hard fight
with Viee Admiral Kamimura's ships when
the latter attempted to cut off their re-
treat. Cladot says the Russians will be
unable to recanture Port Arthur, In the
event of lts fall. without having the mas-
tery of the sea, and he urges the dispateh
af every avallable ship to the far east, in-
cluding the Black Sea fleet.

SAVINGS OF LIFETIME STOLEN.

Alleged Robber is Located in New
York.

PHILADELPHIA, Beptember 22.—Willlam
Ford, aged elghteen years, who Is accused
of robbing his uncle, George Ford, of §1,800,
has been located in New York, and will
probably be arrested there today,

The money, representing the savings of
a lifetime, was stolen from a trunk, and is
Lelieved to have been squandered by young

Ford and several of his companions. Three
vouths who are sald to have profited by the
robhery are In custody here,

Released From Lynching Charge.

INDIANOLA, Miss,, September 22.—The
trial of C. C. Eastland for the murder of
Luther Holdbert and his wife by causing
them to be burned at the stake has been
suddenly ended. After the evidence was
all in Senator McLaurin made a motion for
peremptory instructions to the jury for the
discharge of the prisoner on the ground
that not a scintilla of evidenece tending to
prove that Eastland had been In any way
u party to the lynchink, or had In any
way alded or abetted the burning had been
Introduced. Distriet Attorney Nelll arose
and sald that in view of the fallure of
witnesses to connect Eastland with the
lynehing he would ask the court to grant
Senator McLaurin's motion. The judges
thereuponn discharged Eastland, and a
storm of applause broke out from the vast
crowd, which was promptly checked by

the judge. Mr, Eastland was almost car-
rled bodily from the court house.

Fenton Charged With Dyna-
mite Explosion.

MANY KILLED OR HURT

FATAL ACCIDENT NEAR MEL-
ROSE, MASS.

Last Night's Wreck Subject of Investi-
gation—Numbers in Hospital for
Injuries Sustained.

MELROSE, Mass., September 22—The
authorities of the state and city of Mel-
rose started an inquiry early today into
the explosion on the Boston and Northern
street railway here last evening, when an
electric car bound from Boston to this
city was blown up by dynamite and nine
persons killed and forty injured. Of the
injured several were In a critical condi-
tion this morning and may die.

A complete list of the dead, as posi-
tively identified, is as follows:

Identified Dead.

Highlands; E. B. Haynes, Melrose; Mrs. E.
B. Haynes, wile; Marion, four-year-old
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Haynes; Mrs,
Ada Crouch, Stoneham; Miss Ethel Mer-
rill, eighteen years old, of 27 Sargent street,
Melrose Highland; Dr. Fred D. Marshall,
Danvers; E. A. Stowe, South Boston; Win-
field Rowe, Baugus, molorman of the car,
Ot the injured at the hospitals here
those whose conditlon was the most seril-
oug this forenoon were Mrs. John Con-
way of Melrose, who has a compound
fracture ol one ankle, a bad scalp wound,
and whose left foot was amputated; Miss
Annie Flaherty of Mualden, who has a
compound fracture of both ankles; J. D.
Patten, Melrose Highlands, whose legs
were broken, and Edward A. Waterhouse
of this city, who was severely cut and
bruised. One of his legs was so serlously
injured that amputation was necessary.
All these are in a eritical condition.

Many others are still at the Meirose
hospital receiving treatment for minor
injuries, including severe bruises of face
and body, dislocated limbs and burns. The
patients at the Sunnyside Hospital in-
clude, besides Mrs. Conway and DMiss
Flaherty, Henry (. Perry, a veterinary
surgeon of Wakefield, who has a com-
pound fractare of both legs, and Rachael
Schenck of Boston, who was badly bruis-
ed and shocked.

Curicus Injury Reported.

Thie more seriously injured are almost
completely deaf as a result of the concus-
slon when the car struck the dynamite,
although physicians think it probable
that in the majority of cases hearing will
return,

Roy Fenton, driver of the express
wiagon from which the box of dynamite
fell on the car track, was still detalned
at the Melrose police station today, pend-
ing the investigation by the authorities.
The dynamite slipped from the wagen
wlithout the knowledge of the driver, and
he wuas on his way back from a stable to
recover it when the explosion occurred.
The state Investigation was instituted to-
day by Gen. J. H. Whitney of the state
police.

Express Driver Held.
MALDEN, Masg, September 22 —Fenton,
the express driver detained by the police
In eonnection with last night's dynamite
explosion in Melrose, has been held on a
charge of manslaughter under £1,000 for a
hearing on October 4.

Dynamite Found in Wagon.

An examination of the express wagon,
which had not been unloaded, was made
today, three 50O-pound boxes of dynamiie
being found on it. This indleated that, In-
c¢luding the box which fell off, there must
have been 200 pounds on the vehicle, At
first it was thought that there were only
two boxes. ! !

Telephone linemen, who . were stiraighten-
ing out wires disarranged by the explosion,
today found a portion of a body on the
cross-arm of a pole.

Conference at Malden.

At Malden the officers and the judge held
o conference, as a result of which the plan
for holddng Fenton, the express driver, was
modified. and a charge of manslaughter was
preferred. On  this charge Judge Bruce
ordered Fenton held in $1,000 for @ hearing
on October 4.

The lawyers and city officlals have been
cearching the city ordinances and statutcs
of the commonwealth for a law governing
the transportation of explosives, and their
previous opinlons that there existed no law
governing a case such as the one in ques-
tlon were confirmed.

RUSSIA PROTESTS.

Objects to China Surrendering Suzer-
ainty Over Thibet.

ST. PETERSDURG, September 22.—The
Russlan protest against the Anglo-Thibetan
treaty, as forecasted In these dispatches
Tuesday, has been presented at Peking., M.
Lessar, the Russian minister, is understood
to have called the attention of the Chinese
forelgn board to the fact that China would
abandon her suzerainty over Thibet if she
ratified the treaty, thus creating a British
protectorate. The foreign office here has
not yet recelved M. Lessar's report, but
the dispatch from Peking to the Morning
Post of London, annowcing that China is
not willing to ratify the treaty, is believed
to be the direct outcome of Russla’'s protest.

Mr. Foulke arrived at New
York on the 27th of August, after spending
the summer in Europe, chiefly in Venlce,
engaged on literary work. He has always
been an ardent republican, and 1s one of
the life-long friends of the President. Upon
returning to the country he devoted his at-
tention to the political situation, In which
he is greatly interesied. He will be in the
campalgn from now until election day.

While in Indiana Mr. Foulke talked with
many republicans and democrats, the re-
sult being to satisfy him that that state
will give its elecloral vote for Ruosevelt and
Fairbanks.

“1 cannot sce how there Is any doubt In
regard to the vote in Indiana,” said Mr.
Foulke today. *‘1 do not know of a single
republican in Indiana who is disafiected
and who proposes to boit the ticket or to
refrain from voting. I have talked with
many republleans in Indiana, and they have

told me that they do not know of a single
Instance of that kind.

Democrats Will Vote for Roosevelt.

“On the other hand I Lave heard of many
Instances of demoerats who will vote for
Rousevelt. 1t is true there are some gold
democrats wno are going to vote for Par-

ker, but not all of the gold democrats will
vole for him by any means,

*““There are a good many Bryan demo-
erats who will not:vote ar ail. They are
dissatisfied at the abandonment by the
party of the things which they stood for
four and eight years ago. 1 undersiand
that the democrats are Eoing to have Bryan
go to Indlana to straighten these men out,
but Mr. Bryan wiil not be able to do that
entirely. Mr. Bryan's tour of Indiana w.ll
lose for the democratic ticket a“good many
votes of gold democrais who, without his
visit there, might have voted the demo-
cratic ticket,

“In Indiana the two wings of the demo-
cratic party are still wide apart, and they
cannot be got together because they are
separiated by principles which both fac-
tions consgider to be wvital. There is no
amount of political manipulation that can
restore cqn;plete harmony between the two
_sﬁtlons of the democratic party in In-

na.

Republicans United.

“While this situation confronts ihe demo-
erats, the republicans in that state are, so
far as I could sece, an abs=olute unit. There
fs no disaffection or faint-heartedness
among them. The oniy possible danger 1
can detect for the republicans in Indizna 1s
from overconfidence, for they are certainly
abs=olutely confident of success.”

“De you regard the perscnal influence of
Chairman Taggart as sufficient to play an
important part in the result in Indiana?"
Mr. Foulke was asked.

“I do not know enough about Mr. Tag-
gart's personal influence to reply to that
h:telligently. Mr. Taggart {8 a good hand-
shaker and a happy ‘jollier,” but I am not
aware that he exercises any great personal
influence, He has not, I feel sure, enough
personal influence to make oil and water
mix, and that is exacfly what will be re-
quired of him if he should undertake to
bring the two hostile factions of the de-
mocracy of Indiana together.”

Quakers Not Disaffected.

“What did vou learn about the alleged
hostility of the Quakers of Indiana toward
Mr. Roosevelt?”

Mr. Foulke smiled. Mr. Foulke was him-

gelf reared within the Quaker fold, his
father being a Quaker minister.
“That is all stuff,”" he replied. “The

Quakers did not object to Mr. Roosevelt
four years ago and they will not do it now.
1 am a Quaker myself, and I do not intend
to oppose him. I know of no republican
who I8 a Quaker opposing the President.”

Mr. Foulke regarded the infiuence of Ben-
ator Fairbanks as very important in
sirengthening the republlean tlcket In In-
diana, where the senator has a strong per-
sonal following.

Mr. Foulke will next week speak in New
Jersey, and from that time he will probably
be kept busy in campalgn work without
interruption until election day. He will
talk considerably on the policy of the demo.
ecrats In favor of non-action in important
governmental matters In opposition to the
progressive tendenciegs of the present ad-
ministration, showing that the democrats
thtemselves make no pretense of carrying
cut any special polley of government if the
democratic candidates are elected,

“GGen. Davis was only for a time In charge
of the entire work on the eanal zone,” said
Mr Murphy. “As soon as Mr. Wallace was
appointed chief engineer his duties were
mapped out, and it was thoroughly under-
stood by Gen. Dav!s and others coneerned
that Mr. Wallace was to have entire and
unrestrieted charge of the construction
work on the canal.

' THE ANGLO-TIBETAN TREATY.

Apparent Differences the Cause of Rus-
sia’s Pemurrer.

BT. PETERSBURG, September 22.—The
Assoclated Press learns that Russla's rep-
resentation to Great Britain In respect to
Tibet is based on the apparent difference
in the assurances given Count Berkendorff,
the Russian ambassador to Great Britain,
June 2, and the published terms of the
Anglo-Tibetan treaty.

The assurances, which were incorporated
in a formal memorandum, stated specifi-
eally that Great Britain would not main-
taln a military occupation of Tibet, would
not establish a protectorate over the re-
gion and would respect the integrity of
China, Information which Russia obtained
from Chinese sources establishes the fact
that the published version of the treaty
is practically that signed at Lbhasea, =o
Russia contends, that, being provisional
with the possibility of a permanent occupa-
tlon of the Chumbi valley, it may be con-
sidered a violation of the British assurances.

Moreover, article 9 Is =0 sweoping as to
make British autherity in Tibet practically
displace that of China. Great Rritain
claims that the Chumbi valley is not really
part of Tibet, though subject to its juris-
diction, and that she has no Intention to
permanently hold it. The Russian objec-
tlon, therefore, is based prinelpally on ar-
ticle 9.

It is not expected in diplomatic guarters
that the incident will precipitate grave com-
plications, as Russia's interest in Tibel is
to a large extent academlie. But it is im-
portant from her point of view that Great
Hrl':ain shall not have such control over
Chinese territory as to practically enable
her to dictate what she shall and shall not
do In respect to dealings with foreign na-
tlons or their citizens,

Nesrly all kinds
of hardware, implements, machinery, tools,
paintg, ol ammunition, watches, baking
powider., condensed milk, canned goods and
every kind of steel products are sold to our
consumers at prices averaging about 25
per cent more than those pald by foreignera
for the same goods. Quoting President
Schwab's statement to the industrial com-
mission that goods _were always sold
cheaper for export, Lthe evidence before the
Chamberlain tariff commission in England
and numerous statements from export
journals, trade journals and commercial
papers, the conclusion is drawn that neany
a#ll of our exports of iron and steel goods,
amounting to $1L000,M) last year, are
sold to foreigners at an average of about
four-fifths the price charged to Awmericans,
Never before was so much speeffie and un-
equivocal evidence presented on this points

Prices and Wayes.

“Diccussing prices and wages, the absurd
method of the republicans o making
‘averages’ and juggling statistics are ex-
posed.
